Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection.

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
declaration submitted on April 29, 2008 states that experimental data of the carrying 
solution of an exemplified catalyst in the EP 1 172 141 document is outside the scope of 
that set forth in the instant claims. Accordingly, it would appear that the pH of all of the 
solutions of the reference would not necessarily inherently or naturally flow from the 
disclosure of the reference. As a result, the examiner considers that the preponderance 
of the evidence on this record supports patentability of the instantly claimed subject 
matter.
